A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner and Attorney discussed the restriction requirement 
mailed 4/19/04. and why it was mailed after having done non-final rejections. Specifically, the Attorney was informed 
of the following: (1 ) originally filed claims are drastically different from those that are now pending; (2) each time the 
claims are amended, the Examiner is having to research the claims over and over again which is burdensome; (3) the 
claims which at some point where amended again to state that the peptide interacts with a linker was written in a way 
such that it did not breathe life and meaning into the claims; (4) claims were amended again such that since Attorney is 
claiming that the agent is 'activatible' the phrase 'wherein upon interaction of said peptide with a protease, the T1 of 
said MRI agent is decreased 1 now breathes life and meaning into the claim. The claim previously was directed to an 
agent having a linker, dota, and peptide.; and (5) Also, since no specific peptide is being claimed and a protease is 
present, the type of protease present determines the peptide that may be linked to the DOTA complex. Hence, for 
each of the proteases being claimed by Applicant a separate search of the art is required. Furthermore, the Attorney 
was informed that the proteases neither anticipate nor render one another obvious because their cleavage and peptide 
interactions are different. An agreement was not reached . 
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
